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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/16/2008 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-6, and 9-16 are currently pending in this application. Claims 9-12 have 
been withdrawn as directed to a nonelected invention as indicated in the prior Office action. 
Claims 3 and 7 have been cancelled. Claims 13-16 have been newly added. 

3. In view of the prior Office action, the prior art rejections of the claims have been 
withdrawn due to the amendments made thereto. The claims are now rejected as unpatentable 
over JP '620 as set forth below. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1-2, 5-6, and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Takahashi et al. (JP 2000-029620). This reference is cited in the IDS of 4/30/2008. 

Takahashi discloses an active energy ray-curing hot melt adhesive comprising a polyester 
having two or more maleimide groups having the formula as recited in the presently claimed 
invention (see abstract; claims). The maleimide-containing polyester compound is a reaction 
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product of a polyester polyol and a compound having an annular imido group (see paragraphs 
0016-0017. Examples in the reference show the use of polyesterdiol having a molecular weight 
of 2,000. Although the reference does not teach the specific molecular weight of the maleimide- 
containing polyester compound, it has been within the skill in the art that the molecular weight of 
the compound would have been determined by the molecular weight of the polyester backbone. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the 
molecular weight of the maleimide-containing polyester compound would have been determined 
by adjusting the amounts of the polyester polyol and the compound containing an annular imido 
group. 

Moreover, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the 
maleimide-containing polyester compound would have been used in a pressure sensitive 
adhesive as well as the hot melt adhesive, since Takahashi teaches the compound has excellent 
photo-curing without diactinism like polycarbonate and high adhesive strength.
